It isn't that Adenauer can't be 
efficient fin terms of Pruasianism > 
but he doesn't fit into the picture of 
a new Germany—or if he does, then 
the Allies haven t won such a great 
victory after all.

I encountered Adenauer in a big 
way at the end of the last war, when 
I went into the Rhineland with the 
British army of occupation He was 
burgomaster of Cologne then at the 
age of 42. which would make him 
close to 70 now He received about 
half a dozen of tis war correspond­ 
ents, and we had a warm session 
which I may have mentioned in 
this column before 
Anyway, to put it on thum bnail, 
the burgomaster demanded in a r­ 
rogant gutturals that the Allies rush 
food and clothing to the Germans.

EX-PRESIDENT 
PINS HOPES ON 
UNCOMMON MAN 


Chambersburg. P'-*-. Oct. IS (AP) — 
Former President Herbert C. Hoover 
said today that this nation's “sure 
hope of recovery in the moral and 
spiritual 
world 
Is the 
wealth of 
uncommon men and women among 
our people." 
Tile last Republican chief execu­ 
tive asserted, in an address prepared 
for the 75th anniversary celebration 
of Wilson college, that “despite this 
curious cult who erect antagonism s 
to the uncommon man. I am con­ 
fident it will not confuse our educa­ 
tional inactions" in their develop­ 
m ent of leaders "in every branch of 
life from the shop forem an to the 
President." 
“Whoever this political common 
m an is, I want him to have all the 
unique benefits of the American way 
of life including full opportunity to 
rise to leadership," Hoover said. 
Only Objection 
“The only seriously objectionable 
p art of this deification of the com ­ 
mon man Is the implication th a t 
mediocrity is an ideal, th at the u n ­ 
common man is to be discredited or 
discarded." He told an assembly of 
educators and students th at "one of 
the humors of sociology” Is th a t “the 
most recent phase of the revolution 
In Russia is a frantic search for the 
uncommon man." 
"There is no identity whatever 
between mediocrity and popular gov­ 
ernm ent—although 
that, 
is 
w hat 
m any of our bubble blowers are try ­ 
ing to put over on the American 
people," Hoover went on. “The es­ 
sence of our American system is th a t 
the best are to be selected for public 
responsibility and public service. It 
is also the essence of our economic 
life, our spiritual life, our educa­ 
tional institutions." 
He emphasized American colleges’ 
"great 
obligation courageously 
to 
restore our moral and spiritual losses 
from the war, to renew our ideals of 
freedom, to regain our sensitiveness 
to womg. and to provide the nation 
with renewed supply of trained lead­ 
ership,” the t'X-President said: 
Foundation for Future 
"Unless we rebuild this new era on 
these foundations, it means the war 
has been lost.

Hoover cautioned th a t retaliatory
